The issue of the Elba City Clerk 
continues to make the news this 
week with new actions and reactions 
accompanied by flared tempers. 

The latest chapter unfolded Mon- 
day when the Elba city council mem- 
bers obtained a temporary re- 
Straining order from Circuit Judge 
Terry Butts preventing Mayor Ricky 
Haywood from discharging or al- 
tempting to discharge (City Clerk) 
James H. Nichols or any other mu- 
nicipal officer or employee ... or 
prohibiting Nichols from carrying 
out his duties as city clerk. 

This temporary restraining order 
will be in effect until a final hearing 
is held at 7:30 a.m. on Friday, April 
29th, 

According to Judge Butts’ order, 
which named all five city council 
members as plaintiffs, sworn af- 
fidavits of council members John W. 
Sharpless and William L. Brunson, 
Jr supported the Complaint For In- 
junctive, 

The order was served on Hay- 
wood at about 5:30 p.m. Monday, 
just minutes before the city council 
meeting, according to his statement 
during the meeting. The results was 
that Haywood recessed the council 
meeting before the city council 
members were ready to recess or ad- 
journ and they reconvened their own 
meeting to officially disapprove the 
suspension of the new city clerk. 

Nichols had agreed to serve as 
city clerk for an unspecified length 
of time “to help the City.” He was 
named to the position on Monday 
night, April 18th. However when he 
reported to work on Tuesday morm- 
ing, Haywood assigned him to the 
trash landfill “to count trucks.” 

Haywood reportedly had said af- 
ter the action by the council that he 
would not work with the man (Nich- 

Instead of going to the landfill, 
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Nichols went home. He later re- 
ceived a certified letter containing a 
copy of “Employee Warning 
Record” that Haywood had issued 
because he wasn't on the job as- 
signed. 

On Wednesday he began spend- 
ing some time at various city owned 
and operated facilities asking ques- 
tions in a self described attempt to 
be better prepared to act as city clerk 
if the problems were resolved. 

Friday Nichols received two hand 
delivered letters. One was another 
Employee Warning Record, issued 
by Haywood at 8:30 a.m. It cited 
him for missing work on more than 
one occasion. 

The second was issued at 8:45 on 
Friday and was a temporary suspen- 
sion. 

According to the report signed by 
Haywood, the action was for in- 
subordination. 

The remarks column read: Mr. 
Nichols appears to have an age-old 
problem that many people who can- 
not hold a job do have. That is Mr. 
Nichols after being told, does not 
know who his supervisor is, the may- 
or of the City of Elba. He spent 
Wednesday 4/20/94 at the Water & 
Electric barn with Pat Boothe, a ulil- 
ities clerk, He has no jurisdiction at 
the Water and Electric barn until the 
Water and Electric Board meets and 
gives him permission. He is back 
there today, Friday 4/22/94. Mr. 
Nichols, in any future employment, 
needs to first find out who_his super- 
visor is and secondly do what that 
supervisor instructs him to do unless 
illegal or immoral.” 

Actually the Water and Electric 
Board had, at their last meeting on 
Monday, April 18, taken action to 
name any new city clerk approved 
by the city council as their tem- 
porary Secretary/Treasurer until the 
action could be permanently ratified 
at the next (monthly) meeting in 
Mayr ces é

The long expected wet-dry peti-

Mayor Ricky Haywood was ad- 
vised by City Attorney Mark Vau- 
ghan to immediately date all 35 pag- 
es of the petition with the April 25th 
date.

Averett told commission mem- 
bers that the center presently being 
operated in Elba was full. 

He proposed that an additional 
center in Enterprise would provide 
“much needed” care for elderly and 
handicapped residents during the 
day. 

According to Averett, the Enter- 


prise wity officiia have offered to 


rent the county space for the center 


in the Enterprise Civic Center. The 
monthly rent is to be $400 with the 
city providing the utilities. 

Averett presented commissioners 
with a cost estimate of $12,000 to 
make the necessary renovation to the 
proposed location. 

The funding and staff to operate 
the facility, once it is ready for “cli- 
ents,” will be provided by the State 
Health Department. 

Approximately 35 individuals 
will be provided care in the Enter- 
prise facility. It is recommended that 
no more than 40 persons be cared for 
in one center, 

“The one center in Enterprise will 
not be enough - more will be need- 
ed,” said Averett. 

He stated that he knew first hand 
how valuable an adult daycare center 
is to those caring for relatives in 


their own homes. 

It provides them with a place 
where their loved one can be taken 
to receive care while they, them- 
selves, are at work. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
commented that more needs to be 
done in the area of providing servic- 
es for the county’s senior ciuizens. 

“Coffee County is lagging far be- 
hind other counties in its care and 
support of the elderly,” said Brooks. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
suggested that Kenneth Ball, director 
of Coffee County Public Health, be 
invited to appear before the commis- 
sion to give his input into the pro- 
posed center. 

According to Stephens, Ball had 
already addressed the Enterprise 
City Council on the matter but had 
nol appeared before the commission 
concerning the proposal. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel stated that he had attempted to 
contact Ball on the matter but had 
been unsuccessful in doing so. 

The commission adjourned, after 
signing bills, to go look at the loca- 
lion of the proposed adult daycare
